LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT. 

JULY  1,  1900-JUNE  30,  1901. 


To  THE  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Regents  : 

Gentlemen:  The  following  report,  which  I  now  have  the 
honor  to  submit,  gives  in  detail  the  required  particulars  con- 
cerning the  libraries  of  the  University  for  the  year  1900-1901. 

There  were  in  all  of  the  libraries,  June  30,  1901,  155,524 
volumes.  Of  these,  123,362  volumes  were  in  the  General  Li- 
brary; 18,827  volumes  in  the  Law  Library;  10,899  volumes  in 
the  Medical  Library;  1,014  volumes  in  the  Dental  Library;  and 
1,422  in  the  Library  of  the  Homoeopathic  Medical  College.* 

The  additions-  for  the  year  were  10,064  volumes,  distributed 
as  follows :  General  Library,  8,488  volumes ;  Law  Library,  827 
volumes ;  Medical  Library,  479  volumes ;  Dental  Library,  53 
volumes;  Homoeopathic  Library,  217  volumes. 

The  number  of  periodicals  regularly  received  was  867.  Of 
these  640  came  to  the  General  Library;  18  to  the  Law  Library; 
168  to  the  Medical  Library;  16  to  the  Dental  Library;  and  25 
to  the  Homoeopathic  Library. 

Your  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  year, 
including  subscriptions  to  periodicals  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  bindery,  was  $15,000.  Your  division  of  this  sum  among  the 
several  libraries  was  as  follows :  —  -

*  No  statistics  in  regard  to  pamphlets  and  maps  can  be  given  in  this 
report.  The  new  disposition  of  the  pamphlets,  begun  two  years  ago,  will 
require  another  year  for  its  completion.  The  increase  of  maps  and  their 
increased  use  has  made  a  new  method  of  caring  for  them  necessary.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  year  1901-1902  will  be  sufficient  to  make  the  change. 


THE  GENERAL  LIBRARY. 

Additions. —  Of  the  8,488  volumes  added  to  the  General 
Library,  3,540  volumes  were  bought,  3,829  volumes  were  pre- 
sented, and  1,119  were  the  result  of  binding  current  periodicals. 

Expenditures. —  The  bills  certified  to  by  me  for  this  li- 
brary, exclusive  of  the  cost  of  binding  and  mending,  amounted 
to  $9,678.58.  Of  this  sum.  $8,172.77  were  for  books  and  peri- 
odicals received  irregularly,  and  $1,505.81  were  for  annual  sub- 
scriptions to  periodicals  for  the  year  1901. 

The  amount  assigned  by  you  for  miscellaneous  expenses, 
and  not  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  was  $1,650.

The  Endowment  Funds. —  There  was  expended  of  the  in- 
come of  Ford-Messer  Fund  the  sum  of  $453.12,  and  from  the 
income  of  the  Coyl  Fund,  $49.12.  Other  orders  for  books  to 
be  paid  for  from  these  sources  were  given,  but  they  had  not 
been  filled  June  30,  when  this  report  closes.  No  draft  was  made 
upon  the  Goethe  Fund.  According  to  the  books  of  the  Treas- 
urer, the  condition  of  the  three  funds,  July  i,  1901,  was  as 
follows :  —

Important  Purchases. —  Orders  to  a  considerable  number 
were  made  for  important  publications,  or  for  those  that,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  have  more  than  an  ordinary  interest. 
A  part  only  of  these  orders  was  filled  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
I  mention  some  of  the  more  important  items  that  were 
received :  —

Payment  for  numbers  2  and  6  of  the  publications  that  have 
been  named  was  made  from  the  income  of  the  Ford-Messer 
Fund. 

The  Xew  Departments. —  Those  in  charge  of  the  new- 
departments  of  instruction  estabUshed  the  previous  year,  viz., 
Xaval  Architecture,  Administrative  Law,  and  Higher  Commer- 
cial Education,  did  not  find  in  the  library  the  books  necessary 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  work.  At  the  same  time, 
the  increasing  importance  of  a  knowledge  of  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage brought  to  our  attention  the  fact  that  the  library  was 
practically  without  any  Spanish  books.  Appropriations  for  the 
year,  aggregating  $550.  were  made  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  these  departments  and  for  the  beginning  of  a  collection  in 
Spanish. 

The  Shakespeare  and  Goethe  Collections. —  Through 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  James  McMillan  and  the  industry  of  Pro- 
fessor Demmon,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  of  the  Shake- 
speare collection,  until  it  is  hardly  surpassed,  except  in  rarities, 
by  any  similar  collection  in  the  country.  The  aim  has  been  to 
make  it  an  effective  working  library  for  the  study  of  Shake- 
speare collection,  until  it  is  hardly  surpassed  except  in  rarities, 
The  whole  number  of  volumes  is  now  5,018.  A  quantity  of 
duplicates,  that  had  come  into  our  possession,  were  sold  at 
auction,  netting  about  $50.  Circumstances  have  interfered  some- 
what with  the  growth  of  the  Goethe  collection.  The  condition 
is  only  a  temporary  one,  however.  It  is  the  intention  of  those 
especially  interested  in  its  prosperity,  to  provide  for  its  comple- 
tion to  date,  and  for  its  future  growth.  There  were  added  to  it 
during  the  year,  51  volumes,  bringing  the  whole  number  up  to 
1,010  volumes. 
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Gifts. —  Closely  following  the  books  of  Professor  Walter, 
received  by  the  library  in  the  year  1899-1900,  was  the  gift  of 
Professor  Hench's  books  from  his  mother.  I  give  Mrs.  Hench's 
letter  making  the  gift:  — 

To   THE    Honorable,   the    Board   of    Regents   of   the   University    of 
Michigan  : 

Gentlemen  :  Knowing  it  to  have  been  the  desire  of  my  son.  Prof. 
George  A.  Hench,  that  his  library  ultimately  become  the  nucleus  of  a 
seminary  library  for  the  German  Department  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  I  wish  by  this  means  to  convey  to  you  that  information,  and 
also  to  transfer  to  the  University  his  books.  The  library  consists  of  two 
collections:  i.  His  philological  books,  at  present  stored  in  the  Univer- 
sity. 2.  Books  illustrative  of  modern  German  literature,  and  now  in  a 
case  in  his   class  room. 

All  of  these  books  I  hereby  transfer  to  the  University  of  Michigan, 
with  the  understanding  that  they  be  not  incorporated  with  the  General 
Library,  but  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  they  be  disposed  of  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  my  son.

Some  volumes  of  the  main  collection,  the  philological  books, 
that  were  unbound,  have  been  bound,  and  all  of  them  have  been 
entered  upon  the  records  of  the  library  and  catalogued.  A  spe- 
cial list  of  them  has  been  made,  also,  so  that  as  soon  as  there 
are  facilities  for  organizing  a  seminary  library  for  the  German 
Department,  they  can  be  assembled  to  form  the  nucleus  of  it, 
in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  Professor  Hench,  and  the 
terms  of  the  gift.  INIeanwhile,  they  are  accessible  for  the  needs 
of  the  department.     The  number  of  volumes  is  1,412. 

Xo  formal  possession  has  yet  been  taken  of  the  other  books, 
about  300  in  number,  which  Mrs.  Hench  refers  to  as  shelved 
in  the  class  room  used  by  Professor  Hench.  It  has  seemed  best 
that  they  continue  to  be  used  as  heretofore. 

The  University  has  been  much  enriched  by  this  gift.  At  the 
same  time,  it  is  a  fitting  memorial  of  one  who  served  the  Uni- 
versity faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  whose  loss  is  keenly  felt. 

A  further  addition  was  made  to  the  A^orris  Philosophical 
Library  by  the  binding  of  a  quantity  of  pamphlets  received  from 
Mrs.  Morris  in  1896.  A  decision  in  regard  to  the  best  way  to 
dispose  of  these  was  not  reached  at  the  time,  and  they  were 
omitted  from  the  report  made  then.  Bound  now,  they  make  107 
volumes,  bringing  the  total  of  the  Morris  Library  up  to  1.447 
volumes. 


Dr.  Dunster's  daughters  added  ^j^  volumes  and  a  quantity 
of  fugitive  matter  to  their  gift  of  last  year.  A  good  many  of 
these  were  duplicates  of  books  already  in  the  library,  but  the 
greater  number  were  actual  additions.  Among  these  was  an 
original  edition  of  Irving's  Astoria,  which  is  now  quite  rare. 

The  Rev.  Henry  C.  Granger,  of  Chicago,  of  the  class  of  '71, 
whose  valuable  gift  of  theological  books  was  reported  last  year, 
gave,  in  November,  49  volumes  and  a  collection  of  various 
newspapers,  containing  matter  of  importance  on  several  sub- 
jects. Among  the  books  was  a  copy  of  the  Breviarium  Ro- 
manum,  in   four  volumes. 

.  A  set  of  the  "  Author's  Edition  "  of  the  World's  Fair  Book 
was  given  by  Mr.  J.  N.  Bagley,  of  Detroit.  Only  150  copies 
of  this  edition  were  published,  of  which  this  is  No.  12.  The 
price  at  which  copies  were  sold  was  $1,000. 

From  President  Angell  were  received  229  miscellaneous 
books  and  140  volumes  of  public  documents  of  various  States. 
Of  the  369  volumes,  about  one  half  were  actual  and  valuable 
additions  to  the  library ;  the  others  were  duplicates,  that  can  be 
used  as  exchanges. 

Professor  Stanley  gave  29  bound  volumes  of  music,  and 
upward  of  two  hundred  unbound  pieces. 

From  Professor  E.  D.  Campbell  54  volumes  of  miscellane- 
ous books  were  received. 

The  Duke  of  Loubat  continues  to  send  copies  of  his  inter- 
esting reproductions  of  ancient  Mexican  manuscripts.  Two 
volumes  were  received  from  him  during  the  year :  ■ —

Mr.  William  Viennot,  one  of  the  librarians  of  the  National 
Library  of  France,  and  a  friend  of  the  late  Professor  Walter, 
sent  volumes  3,  4,  and  5  of  the  catalogue  of  printed  books  of 
that  great  collection.  As  stated  in  a  former  report,  he  had 
already  given  volumes  i  and  2. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Pond,  postmaster  of  Ann  Arbor,  gave  a  volume 
of  the  Daily  Courier,  1894-95.  The  paper  was  edited  by  Mr. 
Pond,  and  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  a  year.  Mr.  Pond 
also  gave  a  copy  of  the  History  of  Tuscola  County,  Michigan. 

Dr.  Mary  M.  Cutler,  a  graduate  of  the  medical  class  of  '88, 
gave  50  volumes  of  Korean  books.  One  of  these  was  a  copy  of 
the  first  edition  of  the  New  Testament  in  the  Korean  language. 


It  was  translated  into  that  language  by  Pyeng  Yang,  a  native 
Korean,  under  the  supervision  of  a  Mr.  Ross,  a  missionary  in 
Manchuria  before  Protestant  missionaries  entered  Korea.  Dr. 
Cutler  has  long  been  a  resident  of  Seoul,  Korea,  and  I  have  had 
occasion  to  refer  to  her  before  as  sending  us  regularly  a  num- 
ber of  Korean  periodical  publications. 

On  solicitation,  the  Minister  of  Mines  of  New  Zealand,  the 
Hon.  A.  J.  Cadman.  sent  the  Papers  and  Reports  Relating  to 
Minerals  and  Mining  of  New  Zealand,  for  1897,  1898,  and 
1899,  3  vols,  folio.  Dr.  Kiefer  gave  the  volumes  of  Ueber  Land 
und  Meer  for  1900,  in  continuation  of  his  gift  of  the  set. 

An  edition  of  the  complete  works  of  Robert  G.  IngersoU, 
known  as  the  ''  Dresden  Edition,"  12  vols.,  was  presented  by 
Mr.  N.  F.  Griswold,  of  Meriden,  Conn. 

We  receive  the  documents  of  the  general  government  as 
a  depository  library.  Publications  not  included  in  this  dis- 
tribution were  received  from  members  of  our  delegation  in 
Congress  and  from  the  heads  of  departments.  Various  docu- 
ments of  our  own  State,  and  of  other  States,  were  also  received. 
These  were  always  promptly  sent  on  solicitation,  and  often 
when  no  request  for  them  had  been  made.  Many  gifts  have 
also  been  received  from  members  of  the  Faculty,  from  alumni, 
and  from  others  in  different  parts  of  the  country  and  out  of 
the  country,  moved  thereto  by  one  reason  or  another. 

All  of  these  gifts,  from  whatever  source  received,  have 
been  acknowledged  promptly  and  gratefully. 

Use  of  the  Library. —  The  report  on  the  use  of  the  Li- 
brary by  Mr.  Finney,  assistant  in  charge  of  circulation,  shows 
a  very  gratifying  use  of  our  books.  The  recorded  use  was  as 
follows :  —

This  is  a  slight  increase  over  the  figures  of  last  year. 

The  privilege  of  consulting  books  without  the  formality  of  a 
record  has  been  extended  somewhat  more  than  formerly,  and 
it  is  quite  consistent  with  the  facts  to  say  that  this  unrecorded 
use  constituted  more  than  one  half  of  the  actual  use  of  the 
library.     Our  loans  to  institutions  and  scholars  in  other  places. 


were  98  volumes  and  one  photograph.  This  is  exclusive  of  a 
loan  of  200  volumes  to  the  U.  S.  Fish  Commission  at  Put-in- 
Bay.  for  use  in  investigations  conducted  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  Reighard  of  the  University. 

The  daily  average  of  readers  in  the  reading  room  was  170, 
which  is  the  same  as  the  average  attendance  of  last  year. 

The  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  book  room  under 
the  two  months"  rule,  was  75.  There  were  more  temporary 
admissions  than  during  any  previous  year. 

During  the  two  semesters.  370  students  were  admitted  to  the 
seminary  rooms,  as  follows:  114  to  the  East  Room,  for  the 
study  of  History,  Political  Economy.  Pedagogy,  and  Mathe- 
matics ;  and  256  to  the  West  Room,  for  the  study  of  Language, 
Literature,  and  Art.  The  total  number,  370,  is  49  less  than  were 
admitted  last  year.  The  loss  was  in  the  West  Room,  and  was 
occasioned  by  the  fact  that  two  seminary  courses  were  not 
given  this  year,  viz.,  those  in  Roman  Art  and  American  Lit- 
erature. 

During  the  week  ending  March  16.  account  was  taken  of 
the  character  of  the  reading.  This  is  shown  in  the  following 
table  prepared  by  Mr.  Finney.  The  classification  is  the  Dewey 
Decimal  Classification,  which  has  been  adopted  as  the  basis  of 
the  classification  of  the  Library  :  —

Commenting  on  the  above  record.  Mr.  Finney  remarks : 
"  From  this  it  appears  that  39  per  cent  of  the  recorded  reading- 
room  circulation  was  devoted  to  Literature,  which  includes 
Philology,  Rhetoric,  and  Oratory;  and  27  per  cent  to  History, 
including  Archaeology.  Travel,  and  Geography.  The  general 
periodicals    (about    100  per  day)    were   distributed  equally  be- 
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tween  Sociology.  Literature,  and  History.  In  addition  to  the 
permanent  reference  books  and  several  sets  of  chemical  peri- 
odicals, there  are  temporarily  placed  outside  on  the  reference 
cases  for  class  use,  about  60  volumes  in  Philosophy,  40  in 
Sociology  and  Education,  45  in  Literature,  65  in  Roman 
Archaeology,  and  150  in  American  History,  of  the  use  of  which 
there  is  no  record." 

Inasmuch  as  these  results  are  derived  from  the  recorded 
use  of  books  in  the  General  Library  alone,  they  cannot  be 
taken  as  showing  with  any  exactness  the  percentage  of  reading 
of  subjects  in  the  entire  University.  The  use  of  books  shelved 
elsewhere  than  in  the  General  Library  is  not  taken  into  ac- 
count, and  this  use  is  considerable. 

Condition  of  the  Library. —  The  presence  of  a  bindery  in 
the  building  enables  us  to  repair  immediately  books  that  from 
constant  use,  or  any  other  cause,  become  unfit  to  place  in  the 
hands  of  readers.  We  have,  also,  as  opportunity  offered,  re- 
newed bindings  on  books  early  acquired  by  the  library,  and 
which  time,  rather  than  use,  had  brought  into  an  unsightly  and 
unsafe  condition.  As  a  result,  our  shelves  are  now  compara- 
tively free  from  what  may  be  called  invalid  books.

The  volumes  were  not  reported  as  lost  until  every  effort 
had  been  made  to  find  them.  While  it  is  probable  that  they  are 
lost  beyond  recovery,  it  is  possible,  of  course,  that  their  disap- 
pearance may  have  been  caused  by  misplacement. 

In  1896,  Church's  Bacon,  in  the  English  Men  of  Letters 
Series,  was  reported  lost.  This  was  found  in  a  house  in  the 
city,  and  returned  to  the  Library  in  November. 

In  the  plan  of  the  Library,  no  provision  was  made  for  the 
convenient  arrangement  of  the  current  numbers  of  periodicals. 
For  several  years  no  trouble  was  experienced  on  this  account ; 
but  the  periodicals  are  now  so  numerous  that  they  can  no 
longer    be    cared    for    conveniently.     At    present    we    can    only 
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meet  this  and  similar  emergencies  by  temporary  and  inex- 
pensive arrangements.  It  is  difficult  —  perhaps  impossible  — 
to  foresee  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  demands  of  even  the 
near  future,  but  it  is  evident  that  in  the  next  enlargement  of 
the  building,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the 
disposition  of  current  periodicals.  Convenient  storage  for  them 
is  becoming  as  important  as  ample  storage  for  volumes.  I  refer 
to  this  now,  because  I  deprecate  the  labor  —  in  one  sense  use- 
less —  involved  in  temporary  changes,  and  also  the  expense 
which  effects  nothing  as  regards  permanent  additions  to  our 
equipment. 

The  Work  of  the  Year. —  You  will  remember  the  appro- 
priation of  $500  made  by  you  a  year  ago,  and  which  I  esti- 
mated would  complete  the  change  in  our  classificaton.  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  the  work  is  so  nearly  done  that  no  more 
specific  appropriations  will  be  required  for  it.  The  finishing 
touches  can  be  added  by  the  regular  force.  This  change  of 
classification  and  the  examination  and  binding  of  pamphlets 
have  been  what  has  occupied  us  outside  of  the  routine  work  of 
the  library.  Some  progress  was  made  in  settling  the  special 
rooms  on  the  third  floor  of  the  addition  to  the  book  room.  The 
most  important  thing  accomplished  in  this  direction  was  the 
completion  of  a  case  in  the  room  for  engravings  and  photo- 
graphs, which  has  enabled  us  to  make  a  great  part  of  that 
material  available. 

The  Force  and  the  Work  for  1901-1902. —  In  my  report 
of  last  year.  I  referred  to  the  fact  that  our  four  desk  attendants 
had  not  been  able  to  supply  readers  with  books  as  quickly  as 
was  desirable.  The  result  was  to  be  expected.  The  present 
arrangement  for  supplying  readers  was  based  on  the  demands 
of  ten  years  ago.  It  has  been  inadequate  for  several  years, 
and  constantly  grows  more  so,  as  the  use  of  the  Library  in- 
creases. The  practice  of  using  volunteer  assistants,  to  which 
I  referred  last  year,  was  continued  pn  a  larger  scale  than  before. 
It  is  significant  of  the  changed  conditions,  however,  that,  though 
there  had  been  this  re-enforcement,  not  one  of  the  regular  force 
was  willing  to  engage  for  another  year.  When  declming  Iti 
engage,  one  of  these  said  to  me,  "  The  work  is  so  exhausting 
that  I  am  unfit  for  study  until  I  have  rested.  My  college  work 
has  been  simply  incidental." 

It  seemed  best,  after  some  anxious  consideration  of  the 
matter,  to  replace  the  old   force  by  new  men,   and  defer  any 
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request  for  additional  help  to  the  beginning  of  the  new  year, 
when  our  needs  would  no  longer  be  anticipated  ones,  but  actual. 
The  four  men  appointed  were  E.  S.  Sevensma,  R.  S.  K.  Wood, 
Max  Finkelstein,  and  A.  F.  Lehman.  Mr.  C.  E.  Cullen  was 
put  in  charge  of  the  West  Seminary  Room,  and  Mr.  C.  J-  Fore- 
man in  charge  of  the  East  Room. 

The  work  that  we  hope  to  accomplish  in  addition  to  the 
routine  work  is  putting  the  finishing  touches  to  the  change  of 
classification,  completing  the  new  pamphlet  arrangement,  and 
carrying  forward,  as  far  as  possible,  the  work  in  the  special 
rooms  in  the  new  part.  The  map  collection  is  one  that  has 
not  received  proper  attention, —  could  not,  indeed, —  for  want 
of  facilities  for  arranging  and  classifying  the  maps.  In  many 
of  the  branches  taught,  good  results  depend  on  maps.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  History,  Political  Economy,  and  some  of 
the  natural  sciences.  The  -  setting  apart  of  a  map  room  will 
enable  us  to  put  this  part  of  our  equipment  in  order,  where  it 
can  be  consulted  with  ease  and  comfort. 

I  hope  by  a  new  distribution  of  the  office  work,  to  have 
time  to  resume  some  of  the  proper  duties  of  my  office,  that 
have  necessarily  been  suspended  in  a  great  degree  since  the 
change  of  classification  was  begun.  Among  these  duties  are 
the  examination  of  book  catalogues,  and  the  journals  and  other 
publications  that  relate  to  the  book  business  in  general.  It  is 
well  known  that  no  small  proportion  of  the  books  necessary 
for  a  library  where  research  work  is  to  be  done,  are  out-of- 
print  books  which,  if  not  already  possessed,  can  only  be  ob- 
tained from  dealers  in  secondhand  books,  or  at  the  auction 
sales.  As  the  secondhand  dealers  replenish  their  stock  in  part 
from  the  auction  sales,  it  is  better,  as  far  as  bargains  go, 
for  libraries  themselves  to  compete  at  these  sales.  We  have 
been  doing  so  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  for  a  number  of  years, 
to  the  great  advantage  of  the  library.  The  preparation  of  bids, 
however,  is  a  laborious  matter,  and  very  irksome  to  most  peo- 
ple. With  one  notable  exception,  I  have  found  this  disincli- 
nation to  exist  in  the  professional  corps  of  the  University. 
No  little  of  the  labor  is  without  direct  result.  Our  proportion 
of  successful  bids  lies  between  a  quarter  and  a  third  of  the 
whole  number  of  bids  made. 

It  is  also  desirable  in  these  days  of  sharp  competition  among 
Universities,  that  our  friends  (and  large-hearted  people  of 
means  everywhere)   be  made  aware  of  the  fact  that  fairly  lib- 


eral  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books  must  be  supplemented  by- 
large  gifts,  or  the  library  falls  behind  in  the  race.  Your  libra- 
rian ought  to  have  time  to  formulate  this  information  in  the 
manner  most  likely  to  arouse  interest,  and  time  to  study  the 
field,  that  he  may  disseminate  it  intelligently. 

THE  OTHER  LIBRARIES. 

The  additions  to  the  Medical  Library  were  480  volumes. 
Of  these  116  volumes  were  bought,  108  volumes  were  given, 
and  256  volumes  resulted  from  binding  periodicals. 

The  total  of  bills  certified  to  by  me  for  this  library  was 
$1,169.91.  Of  this  sum  $762.25  were  for  books  and  periodicals 
issued  irregularly,  and  $407.66  for  subscriptions  to  periodicals 
for  190 1. 

Inasmuch  as  the  appropriation  for  1899-1900  had  been, 
through  the  unexpected  filling  of  some  orders  of  long  standing, 
considerably  overdrawn,  orders  for  books  were  limited.  Pay- 
ment for  the  books  added  and  periodicals  is  not  completely 
shown  in  the  total  amount  named  above,  $1,169.91.  The  cost 
of  books  was  greater  by  $65.02,  and  the  cost  of  periodicals 
greater  by  $220.07.  These  two  sums,  amounting  to  $285.09, 
were  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Dental  Library.  This 
library  had  not  expended  all  of  its  money  for  several  years, 
and  the  carrying  over  of  the  balances  had  put  to  Its  credit  a 
much  larger  sum  than  $250. 

What  I  have  said  of  the  condition  of  the  books  of  the 
General  Library  applies  also  to  all  of  the  other  collections. 

One  book,  Sutton,  J.  B. —  Tumors,  Phila.,  1893,  is  reported 
as  lost. 

The  Law  Library. —  Professor  Lane,  Law  Librarian,  re- 
ports the  additions  to  that  library  for  the  year  to  be  827  vol- 
umes, 504  of  which  were  bought,  and  323  given.  These  additions 
bring  up  the  whole  number  of  volumes  to  18,827.  He  remarks 
that  the  library  is  meeting  reasonably  well  the  demands  made 
upon  it.  He  commends  his  assistants,  and  in  particular.  Miss 
Woodard,  "  whose  skillful  and  intelligent  work,"  he  says,  "  is 
always  to  be  commended."     He  concludes  thus :  — 

"  The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  we  must  have  more  shelf 
room,  but  aside  from  being  somewhat  crowded  in  some  direc- 
tions, I  am  glad  to  report  that  our  furnishings  meet  reasonably 
our  needs." 

It  seems  proper  in  this  place  to  allude  to  the  death  in  De- 
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cember.  1900,  of  Joseph  H.  Vance,  who  was  for  so  many  years 
connected  with  the  Law  Library,  and  who  in  the  earlier  years 
of  the  University  had  rendered  other  service.  He  was  igno- 
rant of  library  economy  and  its  multitudinous  details,  but  he 
was  the  model  reference  librarian.  Professor  Knowlton,  in 
his  sketch  of  him  in  the  Alumnus  for  February,  says:  "  In  my 
judgment,  he  answered  more  questions  in  law  and  regarding 
books  of  law  than  any  other  man  ever  connected  with  our 
department."  I  have  heard  repeatedly  similar  statements  from 
law  students.  And  this  effective  aid  that  he  rendered  was 
rendered  with  a  kindliness  that  was  an  incentive  to  a  man  to 
learn.  I  am  glad  that  there  has  been  on  all  hands  a  recogni- 
tion of  his  worth. 

The  Dental  Library. —  Fifty-four  volumes  were  added  to 
this  library.  Of  these  7  volumes  were  bought,  2y  given,  and 
20  were  the  result  of  binding  periodicals.  The  total  of  bills 
paid  from  its  appropriation  was  $300.34.  Of  this  sum  only 
$15.25  were  expended  for  dental  books.  The  balance,  $285.09, 
as  already  said,  was  for  books  and  periodicals  devoted  to  gen- 
eral medicine.  One  book,  Piersol's  Normal  Histology,  was  lost 
from  this  collection.  It  had  been  placed  temporarily  in  the 
General  Library,  for  the  use  of  Dr.  Mosher's  students,  and 
disappeared. 

The  Homoeopathic  Library. —  The  additions  to  this  library 
were  217  volumes.  Of  these  123  volumes  were  bought,  52  vol- 
umes were  given,  and  42  volumes  the  result  of  binding  peri- 
odicals. The  total  of  bills  certified  to  was  $243.69.  Of  this 
sum  $241.69  were  for  books,  and  $2.00  for  a  subscription  to  a 
periodical.  With  this  one  exception  the  journals  received  by 
this  department  are  gratuitous,  or  are  exchanges  of  The  Medical 
Century,  edited  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Dewey. 

THE  BINDERY. 

There  has  been  nothing  unusual  in  the  character  of  the 
work  done  in  the  bindery,  except  that  the  great  number  of 
pamphlets  bound  singly  has  swelled  the  cloth  work  in  some 
degree. 

The  outlay  for  labor  and  materials  for  the  year  was  as

By  reference  to  the  first  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost 
of  the  work  at  outside  prices  would  have  been  $3,139.51.  Com- 
paring this  sum  with  the  cost  of  the  work,  $3,030.62,  there 
appears  a  difference  of  $108.89,  which  is  in  favor  of  the  bindery. 
If  to  this  is  added  $1.89  for  gold  extracted  from  the  rag  used 
in  rubbing  off  the  lettering,  the  amount  saved  will  be  $110.78.
